We have not desired to
convey the idea that we are opposed to mono,
ments, but we think that they are too often
oommenoed unadvisedly by a few persons, who
fail to reoeive the sapport and encouragement
of the community at large, for the simple
reason that there Is no general Interest in suoh
enterprises. No more appropriate ornament!
for our pnblio grounds and edifices can be
fonnd than monuments to the great men of
the nation or State, provided that they hare
genuine artistio merit to oommend them. It
too often happens, however, as in the
case of the Washington National Monu-

ment, that snch strnetures art com-

menced In haste, without counting the
cost, their projectors forgetting the
important fact that others are not as en-

thusiastic as themselves. With regard to the
Lincoln monument In this oity, we are only
solicitous that it shall, for the credit of Phila-
delphia, be put np within a reasonable time,
and that, when completed, it shall be suoh a
tribute to a great man's memory as we need
not be ashamed of. The gentlemen who have
the matter in baud are, we believe, aotuated
by a desire to do their whole duty in the pre-mire- s.
